-H does 
appear that although I had asked for it earlier they released that one page of J ankle's 
testimony in response to your appeal. 

! ie both asked for teaMaval review records oa the autopsy. I’ve just checked and see 
that while I have a file Autopsy-envy, 1 have none for- this review and I have no copy 
of it in teat file. X have the iapression I did receive it, however. If you have a copy 
I’d appreciate it together with any other relevant records. X suggest copies to and 
Howard could be very helpful. Howard has pressed with diligence and success for the 
internal records relating to ay efforts to obtain tee tsesso of transfer. J i® will be 
pressing through legal channels. 

These records should be of greet help to Ms, meaning her® not those X ask iron 
you, of which it say well 'sebiroe* bat tecs© X have received, ‘“'t is an incredible record 
of deliberate violation of the law, deliberate denial of what it is recognised eaanat be 
withheld, and on the other hand a very £ .uttering reflection of ry accuracy in analysis 
and oa scatters of fact.
